Varsity Receives 
Gift Collection 



Many Art Treasures 
Now Ât Hart House 
Soon to Be Displayed 

Toronto, Jan. 10. — (CUP) — 

Hart House, at the University of 
Toronto, will shortly become the 
home of the incomparable collec* 
tlon of silversmiths' and metal- 
craftsmen's work assembled by the 
Viscount and Viscountess Lee 
Farcham. The treasures will soon 
be placed on permanent display. 

The gift of 200-odd articles of 
antique gold, silver and bronze 
melalwork, enamels, jewelry, and 
illuminated manuscripts was made 
through Mr. and Mrs. Vincent 
Masscy in 1040 when the collection 
was sent to Canada for safe keep- 
ing. The objects included in the 
collection are of various kinds, 
both ecclesiastical and secular; 
chalices and patens, crucifixes, 
plaques, paxes, mazer bowls, tank- 
ards, jugs, cups, goblets, tazzas. 
and beakers. 

The collection will open to the 
pubUc one afternoon weekly.

Of 17th Century 
Unique Collection

By Italian Gardener 



Feathers, whose current uses con- 
sist mali)^y in adorning birds and 
women's hots, arc clearly not re- 
stricted as to their capacity for 
other jobs. I'roof that their talents 
and special features can be used to 
advantoge In a kind of painting is 
demonstrated at the Redpath Li- 
brary this month, where pictures 
have been created by an Italian 
gardener-artist of the early 17th 
century, by using feathers of dif- 
ferent colors. The LIS pages are 
assembled into n book which has 
been- taken apart for the exhibition. 
Other feather pictures in this 
quantity and of this nature arc not 
known. 

Birds arc the most logical things 
to paint with feathers, and the 
artist was well aware of this. He 
has pictured over a hundred birds: 
both plying and perched on the 
ground and in trees. The birds, 112 
of them, arc all found in Italy and 
arc accurately reproduced, the 
artiit having used specimen of a 
bird's feathers for its picture. In 
some cases, the legs and claws of 
the bird were also used. 

Men on horseback in hunting 
scenes, on foot in the act of kill- 
ing their prey or shooting it, and 
coming home with a fish over the 
shoulder are vigorous scenes pic- 
tured with feathers which arc cut 
to shape, and then pasted onto 
heavy folio-slzc paper. 

Architectural subjects, houses, 
churches, mountain ' fortresses are 
also illuminated with feathers. 

The dress and clothing of the 
men and women of the period In 
which the pictures were made, 
1618, arc perpetuated in this uiiique

Youth Federation 
To Assist UNO 

Winnipeg, January lO.(CUP) — 
Over six hundred young people at 
the World Youth Conference held 
from October 31st to November 0th 
in London, England, created the 
World Federation of Democratic 
Youth, which is attempting to con- 
solidate youth's part in internation- 
al cooperation. 

Abe Simkin, from the University 
of Manitoba, delegate of the Cana- 
dian Jewish Youth Council, believes 
the assembly should be a Junior 
UNO, and that it Is already in a 
position to render active assistance 
to the United Nations Organiza- 
tion. 

The Canadian delegation, includ- 
ing Protestants, Catholics and Jews, 
and representing farm, labour, and 
business, felt that unity could be 
achieved best without the basis of 
anti-Fascism. 

A preliminary conference was 
held at Prague .to commemorate 
November 17th, 1939. when Czech 
students rose against the Nazi in- 
vader

An unique Institution for veterans 
Is scheduled to open at St. Paul 
'Hermite, on February 7. This is 
the Hotel and Restaurant Adminis- 
tration Training College for Can- 
adian War Veterans. 

The courses arc planned to fam- 
iliarize veterans with the manage- 
ment of all branches of the cater- 
ing trade. There will be sections 
on administration, the buying of 
food and equipment, the prepara- 
tion of food, interior decorating and 
bookkeeping. 

The establishment is equipped to 
handle 400 cx-scrvlcemen and wom- 
en each term. After graduation, stu- 
dents may take a Job ànd then cume 
back for a further 4 month course 
to specialize on some subject of 
special interest.' 

-Teaching methods arc 'planned to 
keep apace of the times, and films 
will be used to illustrate lectures, 

Men and . women taking the 
courses may live either at the sehool 
or in Montreal. There are^aecôm- 
modations for married veterans, and 
the rent is eight dollars a week.

On Navy Electrics 

Radar, Asdic to Be 
Explained Jan. 18 
In Engineering Bldg. 

Commander N. G. Burchell; R.C. 
N., prominent naval research auth- 
ority, will present an illustrated 
talk "Electricity in the Navy." at 
5 p.m. in Room 33 of the Engineer- 
ing Building next Friday, Jan. 18, 

Feeling that students of McGill 
would be interested in the oppor 
tunlty of obtaining a glimpse of 
hus-hush navy secrets, th'< Engl 
neering Undergraduate Society has 
invited Cmdr. Burchess of the 
navy's electrical department in Ot 
tawa to visit the campus. 

While the subject of electrifica' 
tlon "a la marine" will be undoubt- 
edly of primaty interest to Engin 
eerlng students, the E.U.S. is ot the 
opinion that many students, long 
Intrigued by such highly touted 
appliances as radar, asdic (sub- 
marine detection) and others, will 
afford themselves of this oppor 
tunity to have those instruments 
plctorially explained. The kernel 
of the talk wiU be the total electri- 
fication achieved by the navy in 
their quest ofr efficiency and op- 
erational supremacy. As Is well 
known, the research departments 
of the Canadian and the Royal 
Navy have, and are working in 
close contact, and most of the ap' 
plications to be touched upon arc 
the result of joint effort; however, 
more than one Instrument and 
electrical process revealed will be 
found to have spent its embrjo 
stages in the McGill hush-hush 
laboratories. 

Another interesting phase of 
Commander Burchell's talk, will be 
the clarification of the navy's pro 
posed offer of commissions to t 
limited number of scientifically 
trained University graduates as 
Probationary Sub-Lieutenants (L) 
with the Permanent Force. The 
navy has arranged a very interest 
ing training program for a select 
number of navy-career minded 
graduates to commence this sum 
mer.

The policy of having three an- 
nual charity drives has been re- 
placed this year by a system 
whereby McGill studchtj will be 
called upon only once to support 
the . three main charity organiza- 
tions In the University: The 
Amalgamated Charities, The I.S.S., 
and The Red Cross. The 1048 cam- 
paign, combining tho three drives 
and sponsored by the Students' 
Executive Council, will be high- 
lighted by a fesUval to be pre- 
sented by the Red and White Soc> 
iety on Saturday, January 28. 

Dates for the drive have been set 
for the week of January 23 to Feb- 
ruary 1 inclusive. In the middle of 
the campaign the festival will take 
place and will take the form ot 
a combination basketball game and 
dance, when the McGlll team will 
meet Middlcbury in an exhibition 
game. The proceeds of the evening 
are to go to swcU the funds to be 



turned over to the three organiza- 
tions at the close of the campaign. 

Because of the inconvenience of 
constant calls on students for con- 
tributions caused in past years, the 
organizing conunittee ot the di^vp 
feels that the new three-in-one 
campaign should result in a bettei 
response from students. In addi- 
tion this system should greatly 
simplify the problenu met In con- 
ducUng three separate campaigns. 

In the past, .students have been 
asked to contribute a minlmtun of 
$1.00 to each of the three organ- 
izations. This year in the combi- 
nation drive they are being asked 
for only $2.00 as the committee 
believes that under the new plan 
the general response will be great- 
er than in former years. 

Faculty societies' and class presi- 
dents will be in charge of organi- 
zation within their own faculties 
as well as the canvassing of stu- 



dents. Proceeds of the drive will 
be divided on a percentage basis 
to be determined from reports of 
funds received by the three organi- 
zations in other years. 

In the Faculty of Arts and Sci- 
ence, co-eds and made students will 
be organized separately.

Class presidents in the 
Faculty of Law, The Graduate 
School, the Library School, the 
School ot Social Work, The School 
for Graduate Nurses, the Faculty 
of Theology, the School of Physi- 
otherapy, and the School of Physi- 
cal Education will meet on Tuesday, 
January IS. 

Dawson College will conduct its 
own drive during the same week 
of January 23 to February 1. The 
organization and canvassing will 
be handled by committees to be set 
up by the Dawson Students* Coun- 
cil.

THE CANADIAN UNIVERSITY PRESS 

(Edj»Notcfe^*Tho following editorial is the 
first' InWMÏie^^tlirec, to bo devoted to'a dis- 
cussion of the accomplishments of ; the thrco 
national conferences of University students 
which took place in London, Ontario and Mont- 
real during and before the Christmas holidays.) 

Wlicn the Canadian University Press met in 
London, Ontario, during the last three days be- 
fore Christmns for the first post-war University 
Press Confcrencn; the need for drastic changes 
in the organizational structure of the CUP was 
essential. During the war years which marked 
the separation of CUP from the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian University Students all 
attempts for efficient find unified work by this 
non-profit news agency, were hampered by the 
numerous restrictions which formed the neces- 
sary background for the operations of a country 
at war. 

Fifteen uinmbcr papers, bi-weoklics, week- 
lies, and two dailies Avcrc nsing ninterinl obtain- 
ed from CUP wire dispatches as "filler" mater- 
ial whenever there was an unavoidable gap in 
their front page makeup. Intcr-univcrsity news 
exchangegjijg e retbeing. printed, simply because it 
had oncS*Men"dccided to iisc them occasionally. 
There was harrlly a University editor who faw 
fit to interest his readers in the affairs of other 
Canadian universities by relying exclusively on 
the potential services of the CUP. 

But today, with student opinion becoming 
more_ and more aware of the need of national 
and international co-operation between iiniver- 
Bities and youth in general, the feeling has be- 
come prevalent that such an organization as 
CUP could become one of the cornerstones of 
Canadian unity. With problems -of vital interest 
to the future of this country and indeed the 
whole world confronting students every day, 
news of developments of every kind which can 
help to form a picture of the activities and 
actions of tho students of other Canadian uni- 
versities have assumed roles of great importance 
in tho printing schedules of most Canadian 
University publications. 

With this fact in mind the editors of 
eighteen Canadian university newspapers (CUP 
membership had grown by three members) 
gathered in London last month. The results of 
the three-day conference can safely be regarded 
as encouraging. 

On the first day of the Conference an Insti- 
tute of Student Opinion was founded by CUP. 
This institute will be dcvided into two sections. 
One, headed by the Queen's Journal's editorial 
«taff in Kingston will concern itself with the 
collection and publication of regular public 
opinion polls which will help to mirror student 
opinion from coast to coast. Tlie other, headed 
jointly by tho staffs of The Western Gazette in 
London and The Daily, will begin next week 
to assemble a poll of far more ambitious scope. 
With the aid of highly qualified members of 
University faculties a poll will be conducted to 
ascertain the average cost of living incurred by 
Caiiadian University students. 

With veteran students from many univer- 
•ities asking the government for an increase in 
the monthly allowance payable to them, and 
with many Canadians pressing for an extension 
of tho facilities of a university ediicntion so as 
to .enable young men and women from all 
economic spheres to profit by it, such a poll 
will be most interesting both to student readers 
and the general public. 

Among the many other decisions made by 
the CUP conference perhaps the most important 
is concerned with a complete reorganization of 
the CUP news service. Three central news 
bureaux have been set up, one in Winnipeg, one

Two U.S. College Presidents 
Propose Sports Scholarships 



To keep the expected upsurgancc 
of sports in post-war America 
within bounds, two college presi- 
dents In the U.S. this week pro- 
posed that there be open financial 
aid to athletes under strict faculty 
controL 

Dr J. Hannah of Michigan State 
College anad Dr. J. Davles of Colo- 
rado College In Speeches before the 
National Collegiate Athletic Com- 
ipision could find any harm In 
athletic scholarships. 

•I would not require that ath- 
letes bo eligible only to the same 
grants as are non-iiihlelcs," Dr. 
Hannah s^nld. 

He would require that all «ranL.>--, 
regardless of nature, be handled by 
the same faculty group which han- 
dles similar grants to non-athletcs, 
■ad that lecords of these tw open 



to the N.C.A.A. or any accrediting 
association. 

Dr. Davles said grants to athletes 
either openly or Sub Rosa were In- 
evitable. He outlined four require- 
ments of the scholarship program at 
Colorado College which he said 
provided a sound alignment of ath- 
letics and academic work. 

These are: 

1. A scholarship nominee must 
meet regular entrance requirements 
of the institution. 

2. He must continue to meet 
academic requirements each year. 

X Uis failure to compete in ath- 
letics, cither because of injury or 
academic reasons, must not termin- 
ate the scholarship. 

4. He must not be paid more than 
value received on aiiy job given 
him hr ih« iJuUtutlon.

Gov't Briefs Ask 
Increased Grants, 
Cheaper Housing 

Tlic Xntiuiml Coiifcicticc of 
Sludenl Veterans, a pcrinnncnl 
orgunizaiiun representing both 
university and vucntional insti- 
tution veterans from Halifax to 
Vancouver, was born ut tin- Uni- 
versity of Montreal'^ C.O.T.C, 
Building on Deeentbcr 29, after 
three days' intensive delibera- 
tions by over iSO delegates. 
NATURE OF MEETING 

Representing 20,000 ex-scrvicc- 
' men at 25 Canadian universities, 
the delegates arrived in Montreal 
December 26, to discuss their com- 
mon rehabilitation difticulties. 
They welcomed the representatives 
of larsc vocational training schools 
throughout the country, who had 
decided to invite themselves, be- 
problems 1o those on the agenda, 
cause of the similarity of their 
Up for discussion was the adequacy 
of maintenance grants, the accom- 
modation shortage, and educational 
iaciUties. 

OPENIN GADDRESSES 

J. L. Slarkcy, president of Mc- 
Gil Student Veterans' Society, and 
Boy Fournlcr, chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Montreal's delegation, in 
short addresses of welcome the 
opening day, keynoted the confer- 
ence by stressing that the veterans 
were not gathered to criticize tlic 
Government's rehabilitation pro- 
gram. "We are indeed grateful," 
said Fournier, "Xor the generosity ol 
our government. But we - feel in 
some ways that theories have not 
lived up to expectations." 

Starkcy, who subsequently was 
elected Chairman of the National 
Conference, said: "We are not here 
to criticize the Government," but 
added: "The Government could not 
be expected to iron out In advance 
every detail of the rehabilitation." 
Guest Speakers 

Major-General E. L M. Bums, 
Director-General of Rehabilitation, 
who represented the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, and Brig. M. F. 
Gregg, V.C., President of the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick, who 
headed the Canadian Legion delcga 
tlon, both spoke at the opening 
general meeting. Gen. Bums praised 
student veleraiis as "the very fin 
est group of young Canadians, who 
are a priceless asset to the coun 
try," and said: "We want them to 
be able to develop their abilities 
to the full." 

DIFFERENCES IN VIEW 

The next day some of the differ- 
ences between the Departmental 
and the student veteran point of 
view came to light, when Starkey 
found it necessary to issue a state- 
ment to the press in reply to Gen- 
eral Burns. "Veterans who have 
served overseas have established 
their character qualifications," Mr. 
Starkcy said. "General Burns said 
that the university veteran must 
supplement the government's grant 
by his own savings and earnings 
and that this was a practical char- 
acter test. 

Work or Study 

"It Is only by spending their own 
gratuities and savings that veterans 
have been able to remain at uni- 
versity this long. We are concerned 
with the tragic waste which w^ll 
develop when veterans, their sav- 
ings' cxhaustcn, will have to quit 
university before their training is 
complete. It is not a question of 
veterans' willingness to work while 
at unlveriily," the statement con- 
tinued. "It Is a question of whether 
they arc able. Any man who has 
ben away from school for five 
years and returns to a course like 
engineering or medicine which en- 
tails working night and day, has' to 
choose between part-time work or 
his university work. He cannot do 
both." 

INCREASES ASKED 
That veterans' Maintenance Grants 
were Inadequate was the censensus 
of the Conference, for after three 
days of morning, afternoon and eve- 
ning sessions, during whicr living 
cost surveys were tabled from near- 
ly all the universities, It was de- 
cided to atk for an increase of $20 
a month for single veterans and 
$40 for married. Stressing that they 
seek the increase "not as a further 
reward" but on the grounds that 
the national education scheme Is an 
Ideal which ought to be achieved, 
and threatens to be a failure under 
present conditions, the student- 
veterans maintained that one-third 
will be unable to complete their 
courses on the present Income.

Accommodation Requested 
The student-veterans recommend- 
ed that the federal government 
comply with the current accommo- 
dation shortage by the renovation 
and use of government owned 
buildings for students' use; that 
students establish a housing regis- 
try In their own areas, if none 
exists; that the Department of Vet- 
erans' Affairs assist in obtaining 
buildings suitable for,; co-operative 
housing; and that the present rent- 
al control policy be made effective 
In respect to board-rates and room- 
rentals. 

OTHER CHANGES ASKED 
Among a large number of rec- 
ommendations in the educational 
panel brief were resolutions con- 
cerning D.V.A, regulations, the eas- 
ing of standiMMjrè^uiirements 
after b c n c f i ts^rnavcl^'expired, 
post-graduate work, and voca- 
tional training. The importance of 
providing adequate facilities for 
all branches of education was em- 
phasized. 

FULL EMPLOYMENT 
Demonstrating that they were in- 
terested in national welfare, and 
not just student-veterans as a 
group, the Conference went, on rec- 
ord the final day as "being, in 
favor of a national policy of full

In an excellent state of preser- 
vation, the book seems to have 
been slightly damaged by water In 
the upper left corner, and some 
of the birds' heads that extend to 
the corner of the page are minus 
patches of feathers. Apart from 
this, the varl-colorcd pictures of 
people and birds are very neat and 
the delicate feather work is undis 
turbed.

In accepting the invitation to 
represent the Department of Vet- 
erans' Affairs at the conference. 
Gen. Burns stated that he was 
glad to attend, since he wanted 
to hear student veteran opinion 
on the question of maintenance 
grants, which he considered a 
question of primary importance. 
"The other subjects of housing and 
university facilities are naturally 
also of great interest to us," he ad- 
ded. 

The banadlan Legion, one of the 
sponsors of the conference, were 
well represented with four Domin- 
ion Command executives, and three 
heads of the Quebec Provincial 
Command. Representatives of the 
Dominion Command were,' In addi- 
tion to Brig. Gregg: E. J. Struth- 
crs, second Dominion vice-presi- 
dent; J. C. G. Herwig, general sec- 
retary; T. D. Anderson, executive 
assistant, air; and T. 'Kines, execu- 
tive assistant, navy. Among those 
sent by the Quebec Provincial 
Command were Capt. Henri G. Gon- 
thier, president; Dr. A. Boner, 
chairman of the educational com- 
mittee, and Lt.-Col. E. P. Buchanan, 
first vice-president and chairman of 
the rehabilitation committee. 

Mr. J. C. G. Henvlg paid par 
ticular tribute to the orderly coP' 
duct of the conference and the 
general quality of the debate. These 
were "something which our boys 
In the old days didn't have" he 
added. The general attitude of the 
Legion to the whole conference 
^'as best expressed by Mr. E. J, 
Struthers, who said "the Canadian 
Legion is behind you In anything 
you might undertake." , .
